that can turn out the sort of work 
Boatman provides.

Reneath a deceptively calm 
and quiet exterior lurks the wild 
and imaginative genius of 
GEORGE LEMMONS who drew 
and painted both covers, fore & 
aft, for this issue. You'll just have 
to admit. Reader, that anybody 
who can produce cartoon scenes 
as far-out as those 4-color blasts 
are — isn’t likely to be the serene 
and modestly able type Lemmons 
stubbornly claims to be. Not by a 
long shot, man! For one thing, 
consider his background: Lemmons 
raced motorcycles, helped build 



and maintain the first two unlimit¬

Add to 
this his almost inhuman ability to 
draw cars and boats with a fiendish¬ 
ly accurate amount of detail, and 
you’ve got the kind of a contribu¬ 
tor that comes along, maybe, once 
every ten lifetimes ... if that 
often. Presently hiding out in the 
Santa Susana hills with his gorge¬ 
ous wife and daughter (whom he 
insists are even shyer than he is), 
Lemmons divvies up his time and 
varied talents between the brand 
new home and our cartoon needs. 
George describes himself thusly: 
"I've got a real predictable dis¬ 
position, man. Always shook-up 
and mean." Which, of course, is 


merely another outrageously sup¬ 
erb Lemmons fantasy . . .

There are those in the publish¬ 
ing world who vocally suspect 
JACK BONESTF.LL isn’t for real 
— and Jack will be the first to 
agree with this philosophy. A quick 
glance at his RAG RACE (page- 
6) or his FOR ART'S SAKE

Virginia Bonestell (and their 
kids) assure us that Jack was once 



just like everybody else, so it must 
be all those long, hard years of 
selling cartoons to almost every 
magazine on the newsstands which 
accounts for this nice nut’s tense 
talent. We give Thanks for it & 
him!

DEWEY looks like a tali, quiet 
chap who could quite easily be 
more artistically gifted than any¬ 



body has a right to be — and that’s 
exactly what he is! For a revealing 
hint to the Dewey Mystery, see his

BALL (page-2) or have an edu¬ 
cational gander at his BOATS IS 
A DRAG story (page-39). Either 
of these highly stylistic gems will 
instantly clue you to Nelson’s pixie- 
touch with a pen as well as show 
precisely what a hot-rodding/boat- 
rodding enthusiast can do when 
armed with drawing equipment, a 
lifetime supply of sheer imagina¬ 
tion and an obvious love of humor.
